(blue paper. Tn addition, there were 
sample ballots for each 
precinct, 
with the republican sample ballots 
being on green paper and the demo­ 
crat samples being printed on pink 
paper.

ballots, because they were not

posed in the pirmary, and are being 
autom atically certified by the board 
of election, commissioners, as nomi­ 
nated.

hospital,

This 
eitv, us well as virtu ally every other 
eitv in the State, is connected with 
practically unlimited electric fa c ili­ 
ties. The accompanying map of In ­ 
diana shows how this city is tied in 
with tin* great system of 
electric 
transmission that lias been devel­ 
oped in tin* state within the last few 
year#. 


Three Indiana men are 
members 
of tin* committee which made 
the 
Survey. They are L. B. Andrus, 
of 
Indianapolis, executive of 
several 
Tnsull companies, builder of the su­ 
perpower plant at 
Dresser, 
and 
president 
of the Indiana 
Electric 
Light Association; Emmett Ralston, 
of the Indianapolis Light and Heat 
Company, a son of the late Senator 
Ralston, and W . D. Carr, of 
the 
Northern Indiana Gas & 
Electric 
Company, Hammond. 
This 
survey 
shows that Indiana cities can, 
in 
ease of need, draw on the electric 
systems of Illinois. Ohio and sur­ 
rounding states for 
current, 
and 
that they can also, on the 
other 
hand, help to supply cities in oth­ 
er states when Indiana has a sup­ 
ply, and neighboring states feel 
a 
shortage. 
The book sets forth several charts 
showing the development and growth 
of the industry in the 
state. 
In 
1920, for example, only 2(1 percent 
of the homes in Indiana were wired 
for elctricity. Now about 
58 
per 
cent are electrified, tin* number of 
homes served with electricity hav­ 
ing increased from 191.0(h) to more 
than 442,000. The annual produc­

II. HEINRICH RUDOLF HERTZ 


In 1887, Heinrich Hertz, a Ger­ 
man physicist, conducted the ex­ 
periments which resulted in scien­ 
tists accepting Maxwell’s theory of 
electromagnetic waves as a fact, 
and in engineers developing the 
practical use of these waves in 
radio. 
As the story goes, Hertz was 
experimenting with some appara­ 
tus for causing an electric spark. 
Nearby he had a loop of wire, the 
ends of which 
were 
a 
hair’s 
breadth apart. 
He noticed that 
every time there was a spark in 
his apparatus, another spark would 
jump across the gap in the loop 
of wire. , Hertz’s sparking appa 
ratus was the first radio transmit­ 
ter, and the little loop of wire was 
the first radio receiver. 
I 
Hertz believed this result to be 
due to electromagnetic waves sent 
out by vibrating electric current 
in the sparking apparatus and 
picked up by the little coil cf wire. 
It is not difficult to understand 
that a vibrating current might 
send out waves when one considers 
analogies. When you drop a board 
into a pond of water, it splashes 
up and down and^ends out waves. 
When you pound a drum, the 
tightly - stretched 
drumhead 
vi­ 
brates and sends out sound waves 
idto the air.
